Spray paint, homophobic 
slurs, and more than a few 
rocks littered the 
campaign trail in Nova 
Scotia over the weekend. 

In Liberal MP Scott Bri- 
son’s hometown of Chever- 
ie, nine campaign signs 
were defaced Saturday 
night with the word “fag” 
written in pink spray 
paint. Brison is openly gay. 

“This was a gutless bigot 
who doesn’t have the 
courage to say (this) pub¬ 
licly,” Brison said. “(They) 
vandalized property with 


hatred.” 

Brison said the owners of 
the properties where the 
signs were defaced are out¬ 
raged. They called the MP’s 
father, who headed out 
Sunday morning to clean. 
Brison believes the damage 
is politically motivated. 

“They’re frustrated they 
can’t beat me in an elec¬ 
tion, so they’re finding 
other ways to wreak hav¬ 
oc.” 

In Halifax, rocks were 
thrown through the win¬ 
dows at the headquarters 
of Conservative Ted 
Larsen, and Liberal Cather¬ 
ine Meade.

ager, Jordi Morgan, said 
“F—lc the Tories” was 
sprayed on the rented 
building. He said there’s 
about $3,000 worth of 
damage. 

“It’s stupid,” Morgan 
said. “It’s cowardly, stupid 
and meaningless.” 


Meade said almost all 
the windows in her office 
were smashed, with one 
rock going through an in¬ 
side wall. She said there 
are no similar rocks in the 
area, so she believes it was 
premeditated. She believes 
similar stones were used at 
Larsen’s office. 

“I don’t know if there 
were people watching the 
news and saying ‘Hey, 
that’s a great idea, why 
don’t we do something 
like that in Halifax,”’ 
Meade said. “To my knowl¬ 
edge I haven’t pissed any¬ 
body off enough to make 
that happen. And I’m not 
sure our party has either.” 


Downtown 
at heart of 
third debate

Mayor Peter Kelly was on 
the defensive last night as 
Sheila Fougere continued 
to play hardball. 

Such was the tone of the 
third round of mayoral de¬ 
bates — this one hosted by 
the Downtown Halifax 
Business Commission — 
leading up to the Oct. 18 
municipal election. 

Some of the most con¬ 
tentious issues raised 
throughout the two-hour 
public forum centred on 
de-amalgamation, the 
Commonwealth Games 
and capital spending in the 
downtown. 

Kelly defended spending 
just $1.4 million on capital 
projects downtown be¬ 
tween 2000 and 2006, say¬ 
ing council focused on the 
area with other things, 
such as the Halifax Farm¬ 
ers Market, HRM by Design 
and sporting events. 

The moderator, News 
95.7’s Andrew Krystal, 
came back by saying the 
downtown is the economic 
engine for the entire mu¬ 
nicipality. “This is the pri¬ 
ority. Am I wrong?” he 
asked the mayor. 

Kelly’s reply prompted 
loud cheers and jeers from 
the crowd: “It depends 
what downtown? HRM has 
many downtowns. ... We 
are investing in the down¬ 
town, but we also have to 
look at other issues in the 
HRM as well.” 

Fougere said the down¬ 
town, on both sides of the 
bridge, is the economic 
heart of the municipality 
and the province. “If every¬ 
thing is a priority than 
nothing gets the attention 
it deserves,” she said.

Nearly two-thirds of people 
give high marks to HRM’s 
economy, but more than 
half say economic growth 
has occurred too slowly. 

A Bristol Omnifacts Re¬ 
search poll commissioned 
by Metro Halifax shows 62 
per cent of people in urban 
and suburban HRM rate the 
city’s economy good or ex¬ 
cellent. 

Fifty-six per cent of people 
said economic growth is too 
sluggish. And 43 per cent 
think people in HRM don’t 
embrace economic growth. 

“If they think it’s occur¬ 
ring too slowly, they think 
it’s good,” says Layton Dorey, 


Bristol’s managing director 
of project development. 

Elizabeth Beale, CEO of 
the Atlantic Provinces Eco¬ 
nomic Council, says the re¬ 
sults are accurate. 

While Halifax has seen 
about 19 per cent employ¬ 
ment growth over the last 
decade, Beale says ours is the 
slowest-growing provincial 
economy. Halifax’s growth, 
she said, is modest com¬ 
pared to other cities. 

“Has it slowed in the last 
year or so? Yes, it’s been ex¬ 
tremely slow,” Beale says. 

Still, she says there is plen¬ 
ty happening, such as a 
boom in the small housing 
market. 

Mid-size cities like Halifax 
could become very attractive 
places to live in a global 
economy, she says. Mega¬ 
cities come with mega-hous¬ 
ing costs and major trans¬ 
portation headaches, espe¬ 
cially for young families. 

Jim McNiven, retired Dal- 
housie University manage¬ 
ment professor, says the 
economy is “chugging

along.” 

“There’s no real boom 
times here, but there’s no re¬ 
al bust times either,” he said. 

McNiven says Halifax has¬ 
n’t decided what it wants to 
be when it grows up. He says 
the city is caught in a bunch 
of riptides. 

“There are people who are 
more concerned about the 
city staying relatively small 
and comfortable; and other 
people who want more peo¬ 
ple, more activity,” McNiven 
says. 

“The end result is a bit of 
paralysis. The tall buildings 
won’t get built, the jobs 
aren’t there and we don’t 
have the traffic. Then people 
are saying we don’t have the 
growth.” 

Valerie Payn, president of 
the Halifax Chamber of 
Commerce, agrees the devel¬ 


opment versus heritage de¬ 
bate causes uncertainty, but 
she has high hopes that 
HRM by Design will improve 
that. 

Our minority provincial 
government also makes it 
challenging to advance any 
agenda, she says. 

One of Halifax’s strengths 
is a diversified economy. 

“We are not a one-pony 
show, so that if a downturn 
were to hit, we would be 
able to weather that more 
than an economy that’s pri¬ 
marily manufacturing or en¬ 
ergy,” Payn says. 

Payn believes some of our 
older population wants 
things to stay the same. 

“One of the things we 
must remember: We are not 
building for the 50, 60, 70- 
year-olds. We’re going to be 
long gone,” Payn says. 
“These are for people in fu¬ 
ture, the young people, the 
people who aren’t even bom 
yet, the immigrants we want 
to attract. 

“We have to get past our¬ 
selves.”

A Bristol Omnifacts 
Research poll commissioned 
by Metro Halifax says two- 
thirds of urban and suburban 
residents think HRM is a great 
place to bring up kids, but on¬ 
ly one in five agree it’s a good 
place to earn a competitive 
salary. 

“People like living here. They 
think that they've done well liv¬ 
ing here," said Layton Dorey, 
Bristol's managing director of 
project development. “Not 
quite as much working here.” 

The survey asked people to 
rate HRM as a place to live and 
work, the opportunity to earn 
a competitive salary, own the 
home you want, to raise 
children and achieve a desired 


level of career success. 

Fewer than four in 10 said 
they've done better financial¬ 
ly by staying here, but three- 
quarters think their quality of 
life is better. 

Elizabeth Beale, president 
and CEO of Atlantic Provinces 
Economic Council, admits she's 
one of them — but she's not so 
sure people will always be will¬ 
ing to put up with earning less. 

"Firms have to think they 
can't take advantage of individ¬ 
uals, that people want to get 
ahead, they want economic 
opportunities. We can't just 
rest on our laurels,” Beale said. 

The mother of four young 
adults says she and her hus¬ 
band decided mid-career to 
stay put, sacrificing higher 
wages for Halifax's quality of 
life.

Elizabeth Beale, president 
and CEO of Atlantic Provinces 
Economic Council, says that re¬ 
flects the wage gap in some in¬ 
dustries here compared to oth¬ 
er parts of the country. 

Halifax Chamber of 
Commerce president Valerie 
Payn says our highly-educated 
population might have some¬ 
thing to do with that, too. 
Nearly 70 per cent of HRM resi¬ 
dents have a post-secondary 


education, and Payn says the 
numbers probably reflect the 
people looking for ways to pay 
off student debt. 

Retired Dalhousie University 
management professor Jim 
McNiven says Halifax's very low 
unemployment rate is also a 
factor. 

"Maybe a lot of people who 
are already employed feel they 
haven't got the promotion 
they wanted or the better job," 
he said.

Heading into the final 
week of the federal elec¬ 
tion campaign, Halifax 
Liberals brought in a 
heavy hitter yesterday 
morning — and he took 
aim at Stephen Harper’s 
plan for Afghanistan.

Rae said Harper’s 
Afghan strategy is similar 
to that of U.S. President 
George W. Bush’s plan in 
Iraq. 

He said a Liberal govern¬

Woman drives car through front 
doors of Charlottetown courthouse 


A 45-year-old woman re¬ 
peatedly rammed her car 
through the front doors of 
the Charlottetown court¬ 
house building early yester¬ 
day morning.

health Attitudes like “boys 
will be boys” can be detri¬ 
mental when those boys 
may have a neurological 
disorder, experts on 
gender and autism say. 

“Many boys aren’t identi¬ 
fied as having autism as 
early as we hope,” said Su¬ 
san Bryson, the Craig Chair 
in Autism Research at Dal- 
housie University and the 
IWK Health Centre. 

She said doctors should 
not delay investigating 
language delays at 18 
months, for example, be¬ 
cause they assume boys 
develop more slowly than 
girls.

Females have two Xes, 
and can turn one of them 
off in each cell, protecting 
girls, she explained.

“David is a way better 
mother than I am,” said 
Charlene Croft, who just 
completed a degree in so¬ 
ciology. David Croft is a 
stay-at-home dad to 
Gabriel, 11, and Izaalc, 8. 

“I tend to appear to be a 
supermom. People ask, 
‘How are you able to do it 
all?’ Really, it’s all because 
of this guy,” she said.

Inspectors urge changes 
to food safety processes

Deadly food outbreaks like 
the Maple Leaf listeria 
tragedy will likely repeat in 
Canada if rules aren’t tight¬ 
ened immediately, federal 
food inspectors warned 
yesterday. 

The strongly worded cau¬ 
tion came on the heels of a 
Torstar News Service/CBC 
report that the Canadian 
Food Inspection Agency had 
quietly dropped its require¬ 
ment that food producers 
must report positive bacter¬ 
ial tests to government in¬ 
spectors. The requirement 
was dropped last April — 
four months later, people 
began dying from listeria 
linked to Maple Leaf’s 
Toronto plant. 

“Food inspectors should 


be notified when test re¬ 
sults for listeria and other 
bacteria in meat processing 
plants are positive,” said 
Bob Kingston, president of 
the Agriculture Union, 
which represents federal 
food inspectors. 

“This requirement, which 
was cancelled by CFIA, 
should be restored immedi¬ 
ately, and CFIA should in¬ 
vest the resources to ensure 
inspectors monitor clean¬ 
ups after positive tests.” 

When questioned about 


the policy, officials from the 
food inspection agency said 
the rules could soon be 
strengthened. Under the ex¬ 
isting post-April 1 policy, 
food-processing companies 
don’t have to report posi¬ 
tive tests to inspectors, but 
inspectors are allowed to 
look at test records. 

“If there are any short¬ 
falls in the system, we will 
correct them,” Tom Gra¬ 
ham, the agency’s national 
inspection manager, said on 
the weekend. “Major 


changes are being looked at 
right now in the listeria pol¬ 
icy.” 

A spokesperson for Maple 
Leaf said yesterday that 
while the company is not 
compelled to tell inspectors 
about positive listeria tests 
of surfaces or machines in 
the plant, it must report 
positive listeria tests on 
samples of the meat itself. 

“Reporting listeria in a 
product is both a regulatory 
requirement and a moral 
necessity,” said Linda 
Smith. 

In general, the vast ma¬ 
jority of testing in meat 
plants is not on food but 
rather on surfaces, Kingston 
said.

Harper caught tinkering 


There's worry in the Conservative camp as support numbers dwindle 



t was supposed to be a 
coronation. Harpo the 
Incrementalist in a 
walk. A storyline that 
most everyone in the 
media ran to on the cam¬ 
paign’s opening weekend. 
The Conservatives were at 
40 per cent — and eating 
steak. The others? Kraft 
cheese slices. 

But complacency is a 
dangerous commodity in 
politics. Preaching the sta¬ 
tus quo, as the Conserva¬ 
tives have done, works OK 



— so long as tumult doesn’t 
hit. 

But Wall Street went un¬ 
der and this countiy is feel¬ 
ing the thunder — check 
those crashing TSX num¬ 
bers — and our prime min¬ 
ister, the Great Tinkerer as 
someone labelled him, was 
caught tinkering. No plan! 
One wasn’t necessaiy, he 
said. Land is strong. 

But even Stephane Dion 
had a five-point plan for the 
economy. No great shakes, 
but something! And Jack 
Layton and Elizabeth May 
jumped in, making the 
point that not only was 
there no economic plan, 
but not even a Conservative 
campaign platform. And 
how presumptuous, how 
arrogant, said they, is that! 

Then a rare thing hap¬ 
pened. Stephen Harper 


relented. A platform is 
coming today. It may be the 
latest point ever that a plat¬ 
form has been released in 
an election. But there is 
worry in the Conservative 
camp. They’re 
still lead¬ 
ing. But 
the party 
numbers - 
and the . 
prime 
minister’s 
personal 
numbers 
have 


both dropped significantly 
since the opening gun. 
There’s a good chance they 
can win back the momen¬ 
tum this week. But if they 
don’t, they’ll lose seats in 
this election — and Harper, 
who appeared headed for a 
majority only a week or 
two ago, will be ushered 
out as Tory leader. 

While the media focus 
has been on the problems 
plaguing Dion, Harper’s 
setbacks accumulated. Lots 
of mistakes by his under¬ 
lings, the troubling 
plagiarism 
charge that 
linked him 
strongly to the 
Iraq war, liste¬ 
riosis jokes, the 
insults about 
people who go 
to galas, no big 


new promises, no vision. 
Then he got a terribly un¬ 
lucky break when the 
American economy tum¬ 
bled. Then he John-Mc- 
Cained himself by saying 
all was well. Don’t woriy, 
be happy. 

And so now, what 
seemed nutty to contem¬ 
plate a few days ago — a 
Liberal victoiy — is not so 
nutty anymore. The much- 
mocked Dion inches for¬ 
ward. Breaks finally come 
his way. While he wants 
change, the other team is 
stuck in the status quo. The 
status quo didn’t look so 
bad a month ago. Now it is 
starting to remind people 
of 1930.

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Panic selling from Tokyo 
to Toronto sent stock mar¬ 
kets down sharply again 
yesterday on increasing 
fears of a global economic 
crisis that saw oil slide be¬ 
low $88 US a barrel and 
the loonie creeping ever 
closer to 90 cents US. 

Earlier in trading, the 
S&P/TSX composite index 
plunged nearly 1,200 
points — by far the biggest 
one-day point drop on 
record, and marking its 
first dip below 10,000 
since July 2005. 

When the wild ride was 
over, Bay Street had clawed 
back more than half its 


earlier losses, with Toron¬ 
to’s main index sinking 
572.92 points, or 5.3 per 
cent, to close at 10,230.43. 

No sector was left un¬ 
scathed, from financials to 
metals and energy to in¬ 
dustrials. The financials 
sector fell 3.7 per cent, 
while the utilities sub¬ 
group fell six per cent.

Can a study of rodent genetics help explain straying in human males? 




can see it now. You meet 
a nice guy, you’re out on 
your first date together, 
things are going swim¬ 
mingly and by about 
dessert you’re thinking: I 
like this guy. I could see this 
going somewhere. At which 
point you give him your best 
come hither look, gently 
take his hand in yours and 
stab him with a pin prick to 
draw some blood so you can 
test his commitment status. 

Don’t laugh. It could just 
be a matter of time before 
some entrepreneurial spirit 
takes advantage of the re¬ 
cent findings of a team of 
U.S. and Swedish re¬ 
searchers and makes this 
scenario possible. 

According to a study of 
about 500 single and mar¬ 
ried men, the same gene 
that affects a rodent’s ability 
to mate for life may affect 
human males’ ability to 
commit. 

Seems there is a certain 
prairie vole that mates for 
life. The male is very atten¬ 
tive, looks after the pups, 
helps with feeding, in other 
words, every woman’s 
dream mate. 

Then there is the meadow 
vole, a scamp of a vole that’s 
only interested in one-night 
stands. Turns out the only 
difference between these

voles is in a gene that plays a 
role in determining whether 
or not the vole is a commit- 
ment-phobe.

were less likely to be mar¬ 
ried at all. 

As if guys need more rea¬ 
sons to avoid commitment. 
Imagine: “Oh sorry baby, I 
cheated on you but I can’t 
help myself. I’m genetically 
programmed to stray.” 

Luckily, as a colleague of 
mine so eloquently once put 
it, we are more than simply 
“hairy bags of water.” As 
such, attributing one’s be¬ 
haviour entirely to genetics 


is a cop-out. In fact, one 
could argue that our ability 
to commit has more to do 
with what’s going on in our 
jeans than in our genes. 

As far as I’m concerned, 
commitment is more about 
choice than anything else. 
It’s about deciding that your 
current relationship is 
worth much more than the 
fleeting excitement you get 
from a brand new attraction. 

But as a culture we like 
new: the newest technology, 
the newest trends, the 
newest brand of dish soap. 
When it comes to relation¬ 
ships, new is without bag¬ 
gage and isn’t someone who 


knows you so well you hard¬ 
ly get away with any crap 
anymore. 

Commitment doesn’t 
mean you won’t ever be at¬ 
tracted to anyone else ever 
again, or that your partner 
won’t bore you or drive you 
crazy a good percentage of 
the time. It does mean, 
though, that when he or she 
does, you won’t automatical¬ 
ly bail, or start shopping for 
a new model. Because re¬ 
member, the person you’re 
with was also new once.

Gross’s Passchendaele passion 

Grandfather's war stories helped inspire filmmaker

Paul Gross remembers 
listening to the 
gruesome stories from 
his grandfather about the 
First World War. 

The stories were moving 
and heart-wrenching. 

So, in making the war 
movie Passchendaele, 
Gross’ grandfather was on 
his mind as the battles 
played out in the film. 

“To get that hit, that this 
is what it was like, was an 
extraordinary gift,” Gross 
said yesterday at the Hali¬ 
fax Westin Hotel. 

“I don’t know what kind 
of breed of men they were. 
I don’t know how they did 
this. I wouldn’t have lasted 
20 seconds.” 

It was the war stories 
told by his grandfather 
that ignited Gross’ interest 
in making Passchendaele, 
a movie set during the 
height of the First World 
War. 

The film explores the 
horrific battle for Pass¬ 
chendaele, a fight that 
claimed about a million 


lives and eventually found 
Canada victorious thanks 
to determination, commit¬ 
ment and triumph. 

Gross was in Halifax to 
promote the film and later 
spoke to a sold-out audi¬ 
ence following its pre¬ 
miere in the city last night 
at Oxford Theatre. 

Gross is plugging the 
movie from coast-to-coast 
as the buzz grows for its 
official release in theatres 
Oct. 17. 

“Really, the movie is a 
love story with war as the 
culminating event,” said 
Gross, who is the film’s 
lead actor, writer, director 
and producer. 

“I think it’s because 
gradually I became more 
interested in the intimacy 
of warfare. What it does to 
communities and neigh¬ 
bours and love and inno¬ 
cence.” 

The movie was filmed in 
Alberta and took about a 
year to make. It cost $20 
million, which is high for 
a Canadian film. 

“It did have a lot of mon¬ 
ey, but if this was a U.S. 
studio, they wouldn’t con-

template it for anything 
less than US $100 million,” 
said Gross, who is from 
Calgary. 

“So, we were still mak¬ 
ing a very low-budget film 
in comparison, and I can 
guarantee there wasn’t a 
day that went by on that 
set where I didn’t think I 
couldn’t use another $80 
million.” 

Gross doesn’t know how 
big this movie will be, but 
resigns himself to the fact 
it’s out of his control. 

“I just really hope those 
who do go to see it — and I 
hope every human being 
breathing in Canada goes to 
see it — really feels it was 
time well spent,” he said.

The two men are mar¬ 
vels of oily self-confidence, 
strutting, self-styled play¬ 
ers with indeterminate Eu¬ 
ropean accents who would 
probably be played by the 
Wills Farrell and Arnett in 
the movie parody.

Judging by the 
applicants up for judgment 
on the beta website right 
now, there’s a pretty nar¬ 
row standard of beauty in 
effect, and some fairly at¬ 
tractive people are getting 
a big thumbs down from 
the jury. I have no illusions 
that I’d pass muster — too 
old, too fat, too bald, too 
weird — but I’m grateful 
that I’ve reached a tranquil 
plateau in my life where I 
don’t really care. 

With so many shows on 
primetime these days that 
look like they’ve been cast 
on the Beautiful People 
principle — The Hills, Gos¬ 
sip Girl, the new 90210 
come to mind quickest, 
though the list is long, 
probably endless — Beauti¬ 
ful People actually reads 
like a subtle sort of social 
criticism masquerading as 
reality fluff.

Sweet Potato Soup 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 tbsp (25 mL) olive oil 
2 cloves garlic, minced 
1 large onion, chopped 
1 red bell pepper, seeded 
and chopped 

1 tsp (5 mL) ground ginger 

1 tsp (5 mL) allspice 

4 cups (1 L) low-sodium veg¬ 
etable or chicken broth 

2 large sweet potatoes, 
peeled and cut into l-inch 
( 2 . 5 -cm) pieces 

1 can (19 oz /540 ml) diced 
tomatoes 

1/2 cup (125 ml) natural 
peanut or almond butter 
1 package (16 oz /450 g) 
frozen shelled edamame 

5 oz (150 g) baby spinach 

METHOD: 

1 . Heat oil in a large 
saucepan over medium- 
high heat. Add garlic, 
onion and bell pepper and 
cook until lightly browned, 
5 minutes. Add ginger and 
allspice and cook for 1 
minute. 

2 . Stir in broth, sweet pota¬ 


toes and tomatoes and 
bring to a boil. Reduce heat 
to low, cover and simmer 
until potatoes are just ten¬ 
der, 15 minutes. 

3 . Place peanut butter in a 
small bowl. Whisk in about 
1 cup (250 ml) of the 
simmering broth. Return 
to pan and add edamame 
and spinach. Cook until 
edamame is cooked 
through, 10 minutes.
